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REMARKS 

This communication is in response to the non-fmal Office Action issued April 20, 2004. 
The Examiner rejected claims 1 and 2 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for faihng to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter that the 
Applicants regard as the invention. The Examiner rejected claims 1 and 2 under 35 U.S.C. § 102 
in view of Japanese Publication No. 2002-360943 to Onishi Tomohiko et al (Tomohiko). 

Claim Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. $ 1 12, Second Paragraph 

On page one of the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 1 and 2 under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for faihng to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter that the Applicants regard as the invention. 

The claims have been amended above to clarify the recitation cited by the Examiner. 

In view of the foregoing, the Examiner's rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second 
paragraph, of the claims are believed to be overcome. 

Claim Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. § 102 

On pages 2 and 3 of the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 1 and 2 xmder 35 
U.S.C. § 102 in view of Tomohiko. 

An Enghsh abstract of Tomohiko, obtained firom the Japanese Patent Office website, is 
provided herewith as Exhibit A. This application was pubhshed on December 17, 2002. 

The instant appUcation was filed in the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office on October 10, 
2003. However, as indicated on the declaration, this appUcation claims priority to Japanese 
Patent AppUcation No. 2002-299481, which was filed in the Japanese Patent Office on October 
1 1, 2002. A certified copy of this Japanese application is submitted concurrently herewith. 
Since priority was properly claimed under 35 U.S.C. § 1 19, the instant appUcation has an 
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effective filing date of October 11, 2002. Thus, Tomohiko does not qualify as prior art, and the 
rejections of the claims must be withdrawn. 

In view of the foregoing, the Examiner's rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 102 to the claims 
are believed to be overcome.
